To Save G.tme. 


Gtv. Hastings has approved 
the new 


Game bill, aud it is now a law. 
Sportsmen 


and hunters, as well as dealers in game, 
will be interested in its provisions. Those 
versed in all matters relating to tho subject 
of game say that Ibis is one of the best meas- 
ures for the protection of game iu (lie United 
States. 
It represents the joint labors of the 


State Sportsmen's Association, with a mem- 
bership of about 8000, and the Board of 
Game Commissioners. 


About six years ago the Slate Sportsmen's 


Association, at the instance of Jatnes H. and 
II. M. F. Wordon, of Harrisburg, assisted by 
State Zoologist Warren, began to agilato for 
an improvement in Ihe game laws. 
Statis- 


tics were collected by these men anu men 
friends to show the necessity of aotion. Tho 
duta collected gave conclusive proof that if 
Ihe Slate of Pennsylvania did not soon enact 
bettor laws for the protection of her game 
and insectivorous birds these 
creatures 


would be exterminated by pothunters, snares, 
egg hunters, and hat bird taxidermists. 
Early in the present year, when Gov. Hast- 
ings appointed the members of the Game 
Commission, a meeting of this body was 
called promptly at Harrisburg. 
A consulta- 


tion was had with representatives of the 
Stale Sportsmen's Association, and it was 
determined 
that 
the 
two 
organizations 


should unite and work earnestly for the pas- 
sage of-ihe pill which has now become law. 


The bill prohibits the sale of game of all 


kinds killed in the State; like-wise the re- 
moval of game from the State. 
This last 


provision is intended to restrain a class of 
non-residents who live in adjoining Slates 
and come over the Pennsylvania line to 
shoot. Transportation companies arc pro- 
hibited from carrying game out of the State, 
but they are not interfered with in carrying 
game killed in other States through tins 
State. 
Game dealers of Pennsylvania can 


purchase und sell all the game they wish 
which has been killed in other States. Here- 
tofore, in consequence of deficient game* 
laws, it has been found practically impossi- 
ble in many cases to do anything with a 
class of game-law violators who had no pro. 
perty aud who, when arrested, took advan- 
tage of the insolvent lav and would escape 
punishment for their misdeeds. 
The new 


bill provides that if men kill illegally they 
will be put in jail, if the fines are not paid, 
one day for every dollar of the fine imposed. 


The use of ferrets is common in a good 


many parts of Pennsylvania, but a man now 
found with a ferret in bis possession when 
hunting rabbits will 'be 'liable to severe fines.

prosperity of 1892 has not been restored at 
once. The answer is that the protective tariff 
of 1892 has not yet been restored to the 
statute books.

He Is firm and 


not changeable. 
When he deckles n mut- 


ter once, he cannot utter thnt be moved. 


At the beginning of Matcukata's cab- 


inet, parliament decided to reduce the sal- 
urloof the cabinet ministers and other 
government officers 
The prime minister, 


Count Matsukata, addressed his majesty 
about it. His majesty did not consent, 
and ho raid: "Many officers cannot ll»e 
upon u fixed sulury. Some cabinet minis- 
ter*, have been obliged to borrow money, 
and I have advanced money from my 
treasury to support them. If the present 
cabinet ministers retain their positions by 
borrowing money, all cabinet ministers 
therefore can do so. Therefore I cannot 
consent to the reduction of salaries." 


Count Matsukata retired from his ma- 


jesty. However, the cabinet once more 
debated the question with tho count, and 
MaiBukntn went again to consult tho em- 
peror. 


His majesty was not inclined to BOO him 


again, and sent nil attendant to say to 
him: "I havoalready commanded about 
the reduction of salaries. I cannot see you 
any more." 


The salaries worn therefore not reduced. 
His majesty understands the condition 


of the lower classes, and familiarizes him- 
self with tho private conduct of the cab- 
inet ministers. 
When he roads newspaper 


articles relating to tho private misconduct 
of nny cabinet ministers and attacking 
him, 
his majesty sometimes smiles. 


His majesty is fond of reading books 


and newspapers. Ho is especially fond of 
German books. Ho likes to compose Jap- 
anese poems, which he can do very read- 
ily. His ability in that respect is much 
admired by his attendants. 


His majesty dislikes all pretense and 


hypocrisy. 


When it has been reported to his majesty 


that some of his subjects have given their 
lives In time of flood or earthquake to 
presorvo his majesty's picture, ho has been 
much touched, but ho is anxious to dis- 
cour.ige his subjects from such Quixotism, 
and to preserve them from any but neces- 
sary danger. 


Withal, the emperor's life Is a very 


happy and peaceful one, blessed by the 
lovo und respect of grateful subjects, and 
when his majesty makes a tour anywhere 
in Japan without his guards ho is in no 
danger, but is received everywhere with 
reverence und joy.—Japanese American 
Voice.

In cer- 
tain manufactures the skilled workman 
knowH entirely by this sense when u mix- 
ture has reached tho proper degree of solid- 
ity or a material is of the right texture, 
and he receives very high wages by virtue 
of thfc sense alone. 


On the other hand, tho sense of smell 


and the sense of taste are cuoh of them 
blunted and loso thoir finer perception 
if tho same object is frequently presented 
to them. In every case, however, it is not 
the general sense of touch tlmt is im- 
proved, but a special excellence of the 
sense.—New York Ledger.

platoon. Each company had its own bu 
glur, making six In all. As I wus wi 
Lord Cardigan in tho first platoon, I wa 
the first bugler to receive his orders. 
Bounded the charge of that eventful day 
and, 
following my bugle, the others re 


peuted the cull. 
We had been idle specta 


tors of the general engagement that day 
and were waiting for orders from Lori 
Baglun. Tho order came after a time. 1 
wus to Lord Lucan to order up about 60( 
light cavalry und hold them in readines 
to take the guns which the Turks had los 
on Causeway heights. Lord Lucaii await 
cd support from the iufuntry before ad 
vancing. A second order came from Lore 
lluglun, brought by Captain Nolan, di 
reeling the cavalry to charge to pruvcn 
tho Turks carrying away their guns.

"It wus the first shell, I think, that was 
red that exploded some distance in front 
f Lord Cardigan, and a piece of that shell 
trt,olv Oopewlu-MCTloT., iroorlugo gi-ctit) l.olo 
in his left sido. His horse, at onco missing 
tho guiding hand, turned to form with our 
advancing platoons. Captain Nolan still 
held his sword aloft, and he uttered a 
shriek that made us shudder. Then he 
wavered in his sent and fell to tho ground 
near our charging column. 


"It was no timo to think. I followed 


close to Lord Cardigan, who rode ahead, 
turning often to urge his mon forward. 
When we finally reached the enemy, so 
that wo could return some of the blows, 
the men were lost to any sense of fear. 
The smoke bcciime so thick that I lost 
sight of Lord Cardigan, but I could hear 
his voice shouting encouragment to his 
men. Running against a Russian artil- 
leryman I struck him with my saber, but 
th;> stroke wus short, and he oume at me 
with a rummer. My horse was plunging 
ahead, and before wo could fight out our 
duel I was carried beyond the battery and 
among the Cossacks. A cavalryman made 
a lungo ut me, but I parried the thrust. 
The smoke wus so thick that objects were

"I wns trying to find Lord Cardigan, 


so as to be near to receive his orders. For 
a time tills was Impossible. Finally I 
heard his voice shouting to his men to fall 
back,. an.cLjit.cg'Oi "IWjio'fsif h'o rid. 
lifted the buglo to my lips and tried to 
sound tho retreat, but my horse was 
plunging mudly about and I could scarce- 
ly play the notes. I wus slightly wounded 
In each leg and WHS weak from loss of 
blood, and my horse was suffering more 
than I. The blast from my bogle indicat- 
ed to the Russians my position, and as I 
again attempted to sound tho call a shot 
tore away the bell of my instrument.

In some respects at least flat life in Paris 


ecems to hold advantages over that in New 
York and Harlem. The concierge, for in- 
stance, bus not obtained yet the despotic 
power of the imperial Harlem janitor. He 
docs not even attempt to dictate to the 
tenants when they shall or shnll hot eat, 
and they may dump their ashes and cook 
their meals at their own sweet will. 


The concierge, like the janitor, lives in 


tho building, and he is expected, besides 
keeping the building scrupulously clean, 
to attend to all tho wants of his tenants. 
He or his wife jiiust run all tho errands, 
take up the cords of visitors and see that 
no guest is compelled to climb up to n flat 
when the owner is out. 
For his sei-vicos 


tho concierge receives a regular foe, 
amounting to about $250 a year. 


Tho rental, too, of the Parisian flat is 


much less than that of New York, Har- 
lem, or even Brooklyn. At Neuilly-sur- 
Selne, a bus ride of about three-quarters 
of an hour from the heart of Paris, one 
may get a three room flat, with kitchen 
and bath, for less than $10 a month. 


Tho apartments in this suburb overlook 


i beautiful park, the rooms are honestly 
'light and airy,"and the kitolien contains 
funning water, a stove, meat siife und 
coal bin. All the rooms are furnished 
with parquet flooring, the ceiling Is deco- 
rated prettily and French windows open 
out on to little balconies. 


The murketmeu in the neighborhood 


deal in products suitable to auch miniature 
homes. It Is possible to boy'rabbit, duck, 
hare, chicken, turkey, goose and other 
game by the pound. Vegetables, cut ready 
for soup, can be bought, and the baker 
brings around crisp bread at 6:80 every 
morning,—New York Press.
